one-tenth of what the -commissions 
had estimated. In many other In- 
stances the commissions contrived 
to curtail estimated expenses thus 
providing a large saving to the fed- 
eral government. 
Members of the 


commissions served without pay and 
in most instances paid all of their 
own traveling expenses. 


Revenue from the sale of Gettys- 


burg commemorative 
half-dollars, 


all of which was spent on the pro- 
gram, proved another saving to the 
commissions.

York, Pa., Dec. 9 (AP)—To pay- 


er not to pay—that is the question 
posed to Uncle Sam by Fred Perk- 
ins who says he knows the answer. 


Federal authorities say they, too, 


have the answer for anyone, Fred 
Perkins included, who fails to meet 
his tax obligations. 


Challenging, the government to 


"come and get it," the 61-year-old 
battery manufacturer asserted Fri- 
day he never had paid old age and 
unemployment taxes and that he 
had no intention of so doing. 


The Perkins tenacity is a matter 


of record. Defying the N.R.A. five 
years ag.o, he went to jail for 18 days 
on charges of paying, employes less 
than the minimum prescribed by 
code. 


It cost him a $1,500 fine and his 


appeal was dropped with the Su- 
preme court invalidation Of N.R.A. 


Anent his latest revolt, federal 


men were inclined to view it as a 
case requiring "normal procedure."

collector," said 


Frederick J. Follmer, United States 
attorney for the middle district of 
Pcnasylv'ania. 


W. J. Rothensies, collector of in-

and return to Black's graveyard. 
Buried there, we have reason to 
believe, with his father and mother. 
Quentin, Sr., and Ann Armstrong, 
in an unmarked grave, Quentin 
Armstrong. Jr., of Revolutionary 
war fame. It is highly possible that 
this grave was,'at one time, desig- 
nated by a stone, but so many 
monuments have disappeared from 
Black's graveyard, that we usually 
expect to find that at least one or 
two have disappeared each time we 
visit the plot: 


Last year In the column for No- 


vember 26. 1938 (No. 67) we wrote 
about some other members of the 
Armstrong family. We mentioned, 
among others Isaac Armstrong, who 
served in the Revolution. Isaac and 
Ann Armstrong also are buried in 
Slack's graveyard. For additional 
information we refer you to the 
column mentioned above. 


In the Pennsylvania Archives (6th 


Series-Volume 2-Page 516) we find 
the war record of Quentin Arm- 
strong. He is listed as a Sergeant 
in Captain David Wilson's Com- 
pany of the "Flying Camp." 


In his will, which was written 


November 1, 1793 and entered to 
probatfc March 6, 
17fl5. Quentin 


Armstrong, Jr., mentions the fol- 
lowing members of his family: 


1. Wife; Jcanet Armstrong.

As you will notice, Stephen Grif- 


fcn was not a young man at the 
time of the Revolution.
